“If it isn’t 
they might as weil be run like 
hotels,’ he went on to say. Dr. 
Heath readily admitted, 
“On-campus living is not for 
everyone but it does have its 
advantages.” 

“It’s a good place to meet 
people but a lousy place to 
study,” seems to be the general 
consensus.

3) Since there would be littie finance involved, 
students could allow for a more lengthy ‘‘growing 
up” period, while at the same time, touching on 
more of a variety of classes to help them decide on 
their goals. 

Another vital issue DuHain spoke on the make-up 
of coliege boards. He feels it is unfair to have a 
special interest group (minority group or teacher's 
union, for example) dominating it. It is a “threat 
to true community representation.”’ He made a 
point to state that his ‘private compaign won t be 
against the Teacher's Union,” but it ts directed 
toward fair representation for the entire 
commuity. He wants to represent ‘‘the people who 
pay the bills’ and feels that each board member 
should extend educational program services to 
everyone whether they are 18 or 89. 

While attending American River College, DuHain 
was on the Board of Justice which deals with 
student problems. He was encouraged to run for 
the Los Rios College Board by both Democrats 
and Republicans. 

“Board members need to emphathize with the 
students’ problems” and to do this you need 
business commuity contacts and individual 
“swing.” 

He feels that his chances of wining are ‘‘very 
good” because of an active campaign and much 
community involvement. 

Tom DuHain may prove to be a milestone in 
coilege board history because he is the first media 
candidate to run for such a position.

Recently announced Federal 
cutbacks totaling some $17 
billion have flung various social 
programs into a state of 
emergency. That this state of 
emergency exists can hardly be 
overemphasized since we have 
only until March 15 to turn back 
the current flood of events. If 
we fail, at that time numerous 
social programs will fall by the 
wayside 

A glimpse at programs affected 
include: mental health, mental 
retardation programs, senior 
citizen programs, educational 


programs, health and welfare 
programs, housing programs, 
legal aid programs, poverty 
programs and child care 


programs. It is this last program 
to which this article is largely 
addressed - Child Care. 

Parents soon will find that 
more than 30,000 of their babies 


and little children will not have 
preschool programs and child 
care because of new federal 
regulations. Arnold G. York, 
California’s Children’s Lobby 
President sums it up in these 
terms, ‘“‘These cuts doom 
families to failure. Parents 
cannot continue to support 


themselves with low paying jobs 
nor continue their education 
without the help of Child Care 


Programs. Parents who were 
trying to ‘make it’ will now be 
catapulted into the welfare 
rolls.” 

Implications are that young 
migrant children and babies will 
be again taken to the fields to 
entertain themselves near heavy 
equipment or be locked ina hot 
parked car all day. Campus child 
care programs will not exist as 
presently constituted because 
these are financed with private 
donations and associated student 
funds as the basis for matching 
funds. All compensatory and 
federal day care programs will be 
eliminated. 

In brief, 


current Title IV 


regulations provide on an almost ° 


unlimited basis 25% state or 
local share and $3 matching 
federal funds for every $1 of 
Californian money. The new 
regulations state that the day 
care facilities must be approved 
by the state or meet state 
licensing standards. This wipes 
out all federal requirements 

Private sources of funding 
which have often provided the 
state a matching share cannot be 
used, which means that 
programs such as those funded 
by the United Way will no 
longer be eligible for federal 
funding. According to new

- Write! Letters do not need to 
be polished, but should have 
personal impact. Personal letters 
have a much stronger impact 
than petitions. Letters written 
by children on newspapers, 
pictures of your children in day 
care centers, pictures drawn by 
children, all give the personal 
touch. Write state legislators, as 
well as federal legislators. Be 
sure you let the state legislators 
know you support state bills 
that would continue day care 
services. 

If you are a parent whose child 
will no longer receive services, 
describe what will happen, name 
your children, give ages, what 
good things have happened to 
them as a result of the program. 

If you are a parent who has a 
low paying job and are not on 
welfare, and would have to give 
up your job if you didn’t have 
child care for your children, let 
them know 

If you are a paraprofessional, 
and might lose your job or you 
have learned more about your 
children from working in a day 
care center, and feel you are a 
better parent, or have been 
encouraged to pursue your 
education, tell them about that 

If you are a nurse or other 
professional, describe the effects 
upon the child’s mental health 
when he is placed in an unstable 
situation 

If you are a teacher, tell of the 
Positive changes you have seen 
in children and families involved 
in the threatened programs. 

If you are a student and have 
been receiving or working for 
Campus Child Care, emphasize 
benefits of the program and 
what the alternatives for student 
parents are: bringing children to 
class, leaving them in cars, not 
going to school, etc.

No Politics in Education ?

When the state-wide Academic Senate met last Friday to discuss 
their problems with the grand educator of all time, our own 
eminent Governor Ronald Reagan in the alloted time of one 
hour, it seemed reasonable to assume that they would touch on 
educationally related matters 

However, this assumption was pure fantasy 

Of the 13 or so questions posed to Governor Reagan, nine 
dealth with faculty salaries, benefits, or the right to strike, two 
with education, one with students, and one on the board of 
trustees 

Speaking of the questions themselves, if they are any indication 
of the types the faculty pose in the classroom, I hereby propose 
that any credential program include a course in “How to 
Formulate Questions.” 

Most of the inquiries related to faculty benefits and salaries were 
similar. First, a brief show-and-tell about the man down the street 
who teaches at Benevolent Institute, then a short history on 
individual health problems posed by the lack of coverage for 
California faculty. Amazingly, they ended with: Now, what about 
us, governor! Why can’t we strike? 

The governor instructed the audience to “Take it from an old 
labor executive...on the road to collective bargaining is the road 
to homogeneity.” 

A strike by teachers? “| do not believe that we can accept the 
right for public employees to strike in any field,” said the 
governor 

And finally, “Government cannot shut down the assembly line 
(According to the governor, then, students are a “product” of the 
institutional assembly line. How nice.) 

Although the subject of salaries, the right to strike, collective 
bargaining, and fringe benefits continued to dominate the 
discussion, the governor insisted on “‘philosophical” non-answers 
such as the job of government being “to protect the people from 
each other’ and that if someone chose “to work for the public 
some things have to be given up.” 

Reagan's response to a question concerning the selection of a 
trustee to fill a vacant position is one which I cannot pass up and 
also one which needs no comment or explanation. He said that 
the degree to which “politics is kept out of education in 
California, is unknown in any other state.” 

A question dealing with student participation on faculty 
committees was brief and to the point and although the answer 
was not so brief it certainly was to the point 

Because | am sure his comments will give you the same quiver of 
admiration they did me, I will share them with you 

“I believe that students should be consulted, because many 
times they have good ideas.’ (Makes you fee! worthwhile doesn't 
it?) 

But, then said the governor, “If. you mean the kind. of 
participation that would allow them to determine the kinds of 
changes to take place, then I say, no.”’ After all, “If they knew 
more than thé administrators, they wouldn't be there ... they are 
there to learn” (perhaps he meant to be taught.) 

The last words of wisdom, “The final decisions should be left to 
those in charge.’ Here!! Here!! 

One of the educationally onented topics was the proposal to set 
up two (North and South) computerized libraries. The system 
would allow a student to obtain material not available at his 
home library. One would contact the centralized library, make a 
request, and the material would be delivered. The idea is to 
prevent ‘costly and unnecessary duplication.” 

Another facutly representative envisioned the possibility of 
subsidies to allow senior citizens to return to school at any level 

The idea rather startled the governor, who said that he didn't 
‘know of anything on that line but we will discuss if

Those of you who are receiving tinancial aide 
from the federal government could be in for hard 
times next year, unless something is done and 
done quickly by Congress 

The Educational Opportunity Grant (FOG) 
program has been entirely eliminated from next 
year's budget, and both the National Direct 
Student Loan (NDSL) and Work Study programs 
are being funded at only a fraction of their old 
level. The Federally Insured Student Loan (FISL) 
program is the only aid program coming out 
unscathed by budget cuts 

To replace EOG the Nixon Administration has 
proposed a Basic Opportunity Grant (BOG) 
system. The difference between FOG and BOG is 
that BOG will be administered almost entirely by 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
rather than the local schools 

One other problem also plagues BOG. Congress 
has not yet passed the program, and unless they do 
so very quickly, it will be next to impossible to get 
any money to needy students

Legislation has been introduced by Alfred I 
Alguist that would change the names of CSU San 
Jose, San Diego and San Francisco to San Jose 
State University, San Diego State University, and 
San Francisco State University 

According to the Senator, “It’s ridiculous to have 
to say ‘California State University, San Jose’ when 
to the students, faculty, alumni and the 
community it always was, and still is, simply “San 
Jose State. Who in their right mind would be 
stirred by a yell: ‘CSU, comma, S.J., RAH" ” 

Originally Alquist intended to change the name 
of just CSU, San Jose, but after receiving requests 
from concerned student and alumni groups, the 
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champion for just cause spread his wings to 
envelope San Francisco and San Diego 

Alquist considered the new move important as it 
would help reestablish “local pride in a local 
university ” 

Joe Hay, Legislative Advocate for the California 
State University and Colleges Student Presidents 
Association, issued the statement, “the California 
State University and Colleges Student Presidents 
Association is happy to announce today that per 
their request, Senator Alquist has introduced 
legislation to change the names of three of our 
State Universitues.” 

Hay added that any State University wishing to 
be included in that legislation should meet the 
following criteria 

!. The appropriate student legislative body 
should pass a resolution to request the name 
change, and 

2. The local campus alumni should also pass a 
similar resolution supporting the name change 

Hay, who seems to be interested in name 
changes, should seriously consider the name of the 
organization he represents, CSUCSPA, which ts in 
want of some revision 

The matter to which Hay and Alquist have so 
enthusiastically applied themselves, is at once, trite 
and of small consequence. As for the cheering 
section that has to contend with the CSU prefix, I 
have no doubt that even a cheerleader with 
minimal creative incentive can come up with some 
suitable abbreviation. It appears from his example 
that Alquist deals in the trivial to begin with 

Another changemover would certainly plague the 
various campus Organizations who are trying to 
establish some sort of identity. The bookstore, for 
instance, would be once again trying to unioad 
outdated stock, such as decals, binders, shirts, and 
other items with the previous campus insignia 

The CSU label does not detract from the local 
pride, as Alquist maintained. What it does stress is 
the relationship between the CSU campuses, which 
does in fact exist. The local people will always 
refer to their hometown university in whatever 
terms they wish, but they will also recognize the 
distinction it deserves - under the CSU title 

But if our State Senators are spending their time 
wallowing in trivial pursuits, serving such sparse 
interests, as Alquist is, when do the issues of 
urgent necessity find time for consideration?

Willis Edwards, Chairman of 
the California State University 
and College Student Presidents 
Association, testified before the 
Joint Legislative Committee on 
the master plan in support of 
students on the Board of 
Trustees as full members of the 
board 

In the hearings held March 9 in 
Irvine, California, the Joint 
Committee recommended thai 
students and faculty sit on the 
Board as non-voting members. 


Ldwards commended the 
Committee for taking this 
Stance, but called it a halfway 


measure and called for the

student trustee as a voting 
member. 

Edwards cited nine states 
where students serve as voting 
Alabama, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, Maine, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Montana, have seen 
the necessity for meaningful 
student input on their governing 
boards.

Psychology 
class, within the Honors 
Program, has developed a unique 
class project - the construction 
of a geodesic dome. The project 
is the brain child of Harold 
Lockhart, a student at CSUS.

Costs More 
To Marry 


According to Dr. Suzanne A. 
Snively, director of the CSUS 
Student Health Service, a new 
state law which takes effect on 
March 7 will increase the cost of 
obtaining a marriage license by 
five to seven dollars. The reason 
for the increase involves an 
additional blood test which must 
be performed before the 
marriage license can be issued. 

In addition to the standard 
blood test for syphilis, a test to 
determine whether the woman 
has immunity against rubella 
(German measles), will need tc 
be done 

Dr. Snively states that both of 
these tests can be drawn at the 
Student Health Service and 
forwarded to the laboratory. A 
determination of rubella 
immunity is not required for the 
man. 

For those people who have 
recently obtained a VDRL blood 
test, that did not involve the 
rubella examination, Dr. Snively 
indicates that they may have to 
get the additional test “if they 
make license application on cr 
after March 7.’ But she also 
states, “the ruling has not been 
made clear to us but it is 
possible.”
